Mayor Schultz offered Ordinance No. 1491-2008 endtled "AN ORDINANCE OF 
THE CITY OF ROCKLEDGE, BREVARD COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING 
OPTION 2 OF SECTION 3.1, OPTIONAL FORl^S OF RETIREMEt^T 
INCOD^E, OF THE CITY OF ROCKLEDGE POLICE EMPLOYEES

AMENDING SECTION 62.60 TH-TOWNHOUSE DWELLING DISTRICT OF 
THE ROCKLEDGE LAND DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS TO INCLUDE AN 
ALLOWABLE USE OF SINGLE FAMILY ATTACHED FOR CONDOMINIUM 
DEVELOPMENTS, CONDOMINIUM PROJECTS UNDER CONSTRUCTION OR 
APPROVED FOR FUTURE CONSTRUCTION; DECLARING THAT 
INVALIDITY OF ANY PORTION HEREOF SHALL NOT AFFECT THE 
REMAINING PORTIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE; PROVIDING FOR THE 
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EFFECTIVE DATE HEREOF AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES", and made a 
motion for the second reading of the ordinance by title only and opened for 
public hearing; seconded by Mayor Schultz. The motion carried by unanimous 
vote (5). 

City AUorney' Miniclier read aloud the title of the ordinance for the second reading. 
Chairman PhiUips declared the matter open to the public for discussion. There being 
no public comment, Chairman Phillips declai-ed the pubhc hearing to be closed. 

Mayor Schultz moved for the adoption of the ordinance; seconded by 
Councilman Blake.

City Manager McKnight presented three scenarios of the proposed budget, which 
included revenues, millage rates and millage comparisons. 

Motion by Mayor SchuHz to approve the tentative millage rate of S6.2847; 
motion seconded by Councilman Blake. 

Assistant City Manager Henderson explained that the minimum number of votes 
required to pass each level of the millage rate has changed to a majority plus one 
vote on any amount over the S5.0012 Mills. Mr. Flenderson stated the action 
taken tonight would be for directional purposes and that formal action would talce 
place at the July 16, 2008 City Council meeting. 

Further discussion prompted Mayor Schultz withdraw the previous motion 
and Councilman Blake withdraw his second to that motion. 

Mayor Schultz moved to approve the tentative millage rate of S5.7134 and to 
direct staff to prepare the proper resolution; motion seconded by 
Councilwoman Stuart. The motion passed unanimously. (5)

The applicant will revise pail of the 
landscape design and will work with the SJRWMD and the City to relocate the trees 
in the Northwest portion dn'ough the drv retention area to accommodate the owner of 
Lot 12. 

Plamiing Director Griffm provided an overview of the project and an updated site 
plan. 

Doug Robertson, 100 Pamell St., stated this had been a long process with numerous 
public hearings. Mr. Robertson reported on meetings with suiToimding neighbors and 
hojiieowner associations to assure the facility would be compatible with the 
neighborhood. 

Jerry Kavan representing Cameron General Contractors, 8040 Elger Dr., Lincoln, NE, 
gave a power point presentation of the future facility, which included detailed plans 
and landscaping. 

Discussion focused on the proposed driveways and the need to make the southern 

entrance right in and right out only. Chairman Phillips asked if there was anyone 
from the surrounding neighborhood in the audience. 

Cecile Roberts, 825 Honeysuckle Dr., stated she has met with the developer and diat 
she is comfortable with the site plan for the facility. 

Mayor Schultz moved to accept the recommendation and approve the site plan 
for Rockledge Independent Living Facility with the recommended modifications 
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and the southern entrance changed to right in and right out only. The motion 
was seconded by Councihvoman Stuart and passed unanimously (5).

Chairman Phillips reported that the Florida League of Cities is changing their legislative 
policy committees and that this years meeting would be held in Orlando.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF ROCKLEDGE, 
BREVARD COUNTY, FLORIDA, ADDING A SECTION 
4 2.06 TO THE ROCKLEDGE LAND DEVELOPMENT 
REGULATIONS TO BRING THE CITY INTO 
COMPLIANCE WITH THE FEDERAL CLEAN WATER ACT, 
33 U.S.C. 1251 ET SEQ, BY IMPLEMENTING A 
MANDATED STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PROGRAM; 
DECLARING THAT INVALIDITY OF ANY PORTION 
HEREOF SHALL NOT AFFECT THE REMAINING 
PORTIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE; PROVIDING FOR 
THE EFFECTIVE DATE HEREOF AND FOR OTHER 
PURPOSES. 

WHEREAS, the Federal Clean Water Act, 33 U.S.C. 1251 et 
seq. , requires the implementation of stormwater management 

programs; and 

WHEREAS, the City of Rockledge has been issued a stormwater 

permit (NPDES Permit No. FLR04E047) which is controlled by the 
rules established by the Federal Clean Water Act, 33 U.S.C. 
1251, et seq., and administered by the United States 
Environmental Protection Agency; and 

WHEREAS, compliance with the Federal Clean Water Act, 33 
U.S.C. 1251 , et seq, by implementing a stormwater management 
program to control discharge of pollutants from stormwater would 
benefit the health, safety and welfare of all citizens of the 

City. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 

CITY OF ROCKLEDGE, FLORIDA, AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. The Rockledge Land Development Regulations are 
amended to add a Section 42.06 which is contained in Exhibit "A" 



attached hereto. 

SECTION 2. The provisions of this Ordinance are severable, 

and if any section, sentence, clause, or phrase hereof is for 

any reason held to be unconstitutional, invalid, or ineffective, 

such holding shall not affect the validity of the remaining 

portions of this Ordinance, it being expressly declared to be 

the City Council's intent that it would have passed the valid 

portions of this Ordinance without the inclusion therein of any 

invalid portion or portions. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall become effective ten (10) 
days following its adoption and signed by the Chairman of the 
City Council.

42.06 STORMWATER POLLUTION CONTROL 

(1) Authority : 

The City of Rockledge is authorized by the Florida 
constitution and the provisions of the Florida Statutes Chapter 
163, Section 125 and Section 403 to establish and administer 
programs for stormwater management including the control of 
pollution caused by stormwater. 

<2) Definitions : 

(a) 'Best Management Practices' or 'BMPs' mean schedules 
of activities, prohibitions of practices, maintenance 
procedures, treatment methods and other management practices to 
prevent or reduce pollutants from entering the MS4 or being 
discharged from the MS 4. 

(b) 'City' means City of Rockledge. 

(c) 'Clean Water Act or "CWA' means Public Law (PL) 92- 
500, as amended by PL 95-217, PL 95-576, PL 6-483, and PL 97- 
117, 33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq., as amended by the Water Quality Act 
of 1987, PL 100-4. 

(d) 'Construction Activities' means the alteration of land 
during construction and includes such activities as clearing, 
grading, and excavation, except operations that result in the 
disturbance of less than one (1) acre of total land area which 
are not part of a larger common plan of development of sale. 

(e) 'Discharge' means the release of liquid, solid or 
gaseous material and included but is not limited to a release, 
spilling, leaking, seeping, pouring, emitting, emptying, and 
dumping of any substance or material. 

(f) 'Illicit Connection' means point source discharges to 
the City's MS4 or to waters of the state, which are not composed 
entirely or stormwater and are not authorized by a permit. 

(g) 'Illicit Discharge' means the discharge to the City's 
MS4 or to waters of the state which is not composed entirely 
stormwater, unless exempted pursuant to this ordinance, or the 
discharge to the City's MS4 or to waters of state which is not 
in compliance with federal, state or local permits. 

(h) 'Industrial Activities' means activities at facilities 
identified by the United States Environmental Protection Agency 
as requiring an NPDES Stormwater permit in accordance with 40 



Code of the Federal Register 122.26 of the Code of the Federal 
Register of amendments thereto. 

(i) 'Municipal Separate Storm Sewer System' or 'MS4' means 
a conveyance, storage area or system of conveyances and storage 
areas (including, but not limited to, roads with drainage 
systems, streets, catch basins, curbs, gutters, ditches, manmade 
channels, storm drains, treatment ponds, and other structural 
BMPs) owned or operated by a local government that discharges to 
waters of the state or the other MS4's, that is designed solely 
for collecting, treating or conveying stormwater, and that is 
not part of a publicly owned treatments works (POT) as defined 
by 40 Code of the Federal Register 122.2 or any amendments 
thereto. 

(j) 'Person' means any individual, partnership, firm 
organization, corporation, association or other legal entity, 
whether singular or plural, as the context may require. 

(k) 'Pollutant' means dredged spoil, solid waste, 
incinerator residue, filter backwash, sewage, garbage, sewage 
sludge, munitions, chemical wastes, biological materials, 
radioactive materials (except those regulated under the Atomic 
Energy Act of 1954, as amended, 42 U.S.C 2011 et seq. ) , heat, 
wrecked or damaged equipment, rock sand, and industrial, 
municipal and agricultural waste discharged into the MS4 . 

(1) 'Reclaimed Water' means water that has received at 
least advanced secondary treatment and basic disinfection and is 
reused after flowing out of a wastewater treatment facility. 

(m) 'Reuse' means the deliberate application of reclaimed 
water, in compliance with Florida Department of Environmental 
Protection and St. Johns River Water Management district rules, 
for a beneficial purpose. 

(n) 'Runoff means the surface flow of water that results 
from, and occurs following, a rainfall event. 

(o) 'Spill' means illicit discharge. 

(p) 'Stormwater' means surface runoff and the discharge of 
runoff water resulting from rainfall. 

(q) 'Waters of State' means surface and ground waters as 
defined by 40 code of the Federal Register 122.2. 



(3) Stormwater Discharges to the MS4 and Wat ers of the State: 

(a) Discharges to the City's MS4 shall be controlled to 
the extent that such discharges will not impair the operation of 
the MS4 or contribute to the failure of the MS4 to meet any 
local state, or federal requirements, including but not limited 
to NPDES Permit No. FLR04E047. Discharges to the waters of the 
state shall be controlled to the extent that the discharge will 
be controlled to the maximum extent practicable as defined m 
the NPES Permit No. FLR04E047. 

(b) Any person responsible for discharges determined by 
the City to be contributing to the failure of the City's MS4 or 
waters within the City to comply with the provisions and 
conditions of NPDES Permit No. FL$04E047 shall provide 
corrective measures in accordance with a schedule approved by 
the City and may be subject to paying fines and damages. 

(4) Stormwater Discharges from Industrial and Construction 
Activities : 

(a) Stormwater discharges from industrial activities shall 
be treated or managed on site, in accordance with appropriate 
federal, state or local permits, and regulations, prior to 
discharge to the City's MS4 or to waters of the state. 

(b) Stormwater discharges from construction activities 
shall be treated or managed on site in accordance with 
appropriate federal, state or local permits and regulations, 
prior to discharge to the City's MS4 or to waters of state. 
Erosion, sediment and pollution controls for the construction 
site shall be properly implemented, maintained and operated 
according to a pollution prevention plan required by an NPDES 
permit for the discharge of stormwater from construction 
activities, or according to a state permit issued by the Florida 
Department of Environmental Protection or St. Johns River Water 
Management District. 

(c) The owners or operators of industrial facilities and 
constructions sites which will discharge stormwater to the 
City's MS4 or to waters of the state within the City limits 
shall provide written notification of the connection or 
discharge prior to the discharge from the industrial activity or 
construction activity. 

(5) Control of Pollutant Contributions from I nterconnected 
MS4's: The discharge of stormwater between interconnected 

State C^nty, City or other !yiS4 ' s of an interconnected MS4 

shall' be responsible for the quality or discharge from their 



portion of the MS4 in accordance with interlocal agreements 
controlling the discharge of stormwater from one 1X134 to another. 

(6) Prohibition of Illicit Discharges and Illicit Connections: 

(a) Illicit discharges and illicit connections, not exempt 
under the provisions of this ordinance, are prohibited. 

(b) Any discharge to the City's MS4 or to waters of the 
state which is in violation of federal, state or local permits 
or regulations constitutes an illicit discharge. 

(c) Persons responsible for illicit discharges, or illicit 
connections shall immediately, upon notification or discovery, 
initiate procedures to cease the illicit discharge, or illicit 
connection, or obtain appropriate federal, state, or local 
permits for such discharge or connection. 

(7) Inspection and Monitoring for Compliance : Authorized 
personnel shall be granted access for inspection of facilities 
discharging or suspected of discharging to the City's MS4 or 
waters of the state in order to effectuate the provisions of 
this ordinance and to investigate violations or potential 
violations of any of the terms herein. 

(8) Maintenance of BMP ■ s : Structural controls and other BMP's 
used for controlling the discharge of pollutants to the City's 
MS4 or to waters of the state shall be operated and maintained 
so as to function in accordance with permitted design or 
performance criteria and in compliance with federal, state or 
local permit conditions and regulations. 

(9) Exemptions : 

(a) The following activities shall not be considered 
either an illicit discharge or illicit connection unless such 
activities cause, or significantly contribute to, the impairment 
of the use of the City's MS4: 

Discharges from: 

1. Water, line flushing; 

2. Flushing of reclaimed water lines; 

3. Street cleaning; 

4. Construction dust control; 

5. Landscape irrigation; 

6. Diverted stream flow; 

7. Rising ground waters; 

8. Foundation and footing drains; 

9. Swimming pool discharges; 

10. Uncontaminated ground water infiltration (as defined 



at 40 Code of the Federal Register 35.2005(20); 

11. Uncontaminated pumped ground water; 

12. Discharges from potable water sources; 

13. Air conditioning condensate; 

14. Irrigation water; 

15. Springs; 

16. Lawn watering; 

17. Individual residential car washing; 

18. Flows from riparian habitat and wetlands; and 

19' Discharges or flows from emergency fire fighting 
activities and emergency response activities done m 
accordance with an adopted spill response/action plan.

vj..; Discharges that have obtained appropriate federal, 
state and local permits are in compliance with the conditions of 
these permits . 



(10) Enforcement, Penalties and Legal Pro ceedings: 

(a) The Code Enforcement Officer is authorized to issue 
cease and desist orders in the form of written official notices 
immediately on site and following in writing by registered mail 
to the person (s) responsible for the violation. Specific 
activities and operations may be ordered to be ceased based upon 
the following conditions: 

1 In a situation that may have a serious effect on 
the health, safety or welfare of the public or the environment, 
including the quality of stormwater in the City's MS4; or 

2. / When irreversible or irreparable harm may result, 
in the reasonable opinion of the code Enforcement Officer, and 
immediate cessation of the activity is necessary to protect the 
public or the environment, including the quality of stormwater 
in the City's MS4. 

(b) Any person who violates this ordinance and/or fails to 
comply with the requirements of Subsections A and/or B shall be 
subject to prosecution before the City Code Enforcement Board. 

(c) In addition to any fines which may be imposed by the 
City Code Enforcement Board, persons responsible for violation 
of this ordinance shall be liable for all sampling and 
analytical costs incurred in monitoring the discharge, and state 
and/or federal fines imposed as a result of .the discharge and 
costs of removing or properly treating the discharge. 

(d) If the persons responsible for the violation fail to 
take action required herein, the City has the right to take 



remedial action. All costs incurred by the City in taking such 
actions shall be reimbursed by the persons responsible for the 
violation. 

(e) The .City may elect to take any or all of the above 
remedies concurrently, and the pursuance of one shall not 
preclude the pursuance of another. 

(f) Any fines or other funds received as a result of the 
enforcement under this ordinance which are not used for specific 
purposes set forth in this ordinance shall be deposited in the 
Stormwater Utility Fund. 

(g) This ordinance shall be administered by the City 
Manager or his designee. All persons in violation of this 
ordinance shall address such violations immediately upon written 
notification by the City. Violations may require a written 
response outlining the temporary and permanent measures that 
will be taken to correct the violation and proposed schedule for 
completion of corrective measures . Determination of when a 
written response is required shall be in the sole discretion of 
the City Manager or his designee.

A. Compatibility ajid Consistency Review. Ordinance No. 1488-2008 (Plaiming Districts 

4 and 8) 
Don Griffin, Plaiming Director, stated that Rockledge City Council took action on March 
19 2008 and passed an emergency ordinance 1488-2008, which placed a temporary 
moratorium on development having density higher dian 3 units per acre in Plannmg 
Districts 4 and 8. City Council wants to ensure that severe compafibility and consistency 
tests are clearly defined and with that definition the city establish buffering regulafions 
between differing uses. The Citizens Advisory Committee discussed this issue on two 
sepai-ate occasions and has recommended that the Planning Commission come up with a 
more concise definition of severe compatibility, and a more streamlmed procedure to 
determine severe compatibility for future use. 

Planning District 4 encompasses properties direcUy West of Fiske Boulevard and Mr. 
Griffin listed the different projects in that particular planning district. While researching 
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this issue, it was decided to look at compatibility factors for all planning districts instead 
of addressing just Planning Distiict 4 and 8. 

Lawanadales Planning Affiliates, Inc/s information on compatibility was discussed. Mr. 
Griffin explained the approach taken by staff to addi'css these concerns by looking at 
compatibility and consistency through the use of aesthetic, land use, street layout, 
buffering, scale and more. Briefly addressed was The Bert J. Planis, Jr. Private Property 
Riglits Protection Act as it pertained to tliis moratorium. 

Mr. Griffui stated he had received comments fi-om Commission members on the 
compatibility fact sheet that was supplied in the agenda package, and Mr. Griffin 
incorporated said comments and handed out a revised copy, in a strike-through miderhne 
format. Discussion ensued regarding the revised compatibility fact sheet and during 
discussion, he reminded the Commission that no one else witliin the United States has a 
good handle on compatibility and consistency defmitions and no one in Florida uses 
anything similar to what is being proposed. The idea behind this proposed dociunent is to 
create a quantitative way to measure compatibility, in order to clearly layout what 
mitigation measures, if any, would be done to meet severe compatibility and consistency 
tests. 

Kendall Moore. 129Q Federal Hiahwav. Rockledge. Fl 32955 , stated he represents 
Rockledge Villas and they have expressed interest in tliis type of change to the 
comprehensive plan because of possible affects on their property in the future. He 
addressed tlie letter that is in the agenda from Todd Peetz, which suggests text 
amendment to Planning District 4. He also reiterated that there are ciuT-ently no standards 
to measure compatibility. 

Mike Minot 319 Riveredae Boulevard. Cocoa. Fl 32922 , stated he represents concerned 
citizens who live in Country Club Estates area, in Planning District 4. His conjecture is 
that soft words, such as Tiiay allow', were used for future development when the codes 
were written and adopted over 20 years ago. Therefore, the City needs to look at the 
language of the current codes instead of .creating an untested new system of measure. 

Douoias Beam. 25 West New Haven Avenue. Suite C . Melbourne. Fl 329Q1, stated he 
represents the Fair Housing Continuum, HUD, who has interest in affordable housing as 
part of the process for this compatibility issue. 

Samuel Booldiardt. III. 1980 Michigan Avenue. Cocoa . Fl 32922. stated he represents 
Westport Development. He expressed his client's interest in this topic due to the possible 
legal action against the city in the future. 

Motion by Troy Rice to table Compatibility and Consistency Review, Ordinance 
1488-2008 to provide additional time for the Commission to review the revised 
compatibility' fact sheet provided, as well as to allow staff time to prepare 
hypothetical situations that would utilize the compatibility fact sheet. In addition, 
allowing time for the City Attorney to review language of the proposed 
Comprehensive Plan, proposed by staff and Legg and Miller. Motion was seconded 
by Pat O'Neill. All in favor. Motion carries.

1. CALL TO ORDER 

The Council Finance & Budeet Committee met on Tuesday, July 8, 2008, at 5:30 p.m. in 
the Council Chamber at Rockledge Cily Hall, 1600 Huntington Lane, Rockledge, Florida.

WitJi a quorum present, the meeting was called to order by Chairman Phillips at 5:30 p. m. 

2. UNFINISHED BUSINESS -NONE 

3. NEW BUSINESS 

A. Discussion: Millage Rate, FY 2008-2009 

This item was discussed in concert with Item B shown below which culminated in the 

following motion by Mayor Schultz: 

That the Finance & Budget Committee of the City Council 
recommends to the Cit>' Council the adoption of a tentative 
millage rate of $5.4857, the same being the rolled-back millage 
rate for calendar year 2008. 

The motion was seconded by Councilwoman Phillips, whereupon it passed 

unanimously by a vote of two (2). 

B. Discussion: Fiscal Year 2009 General Fund Budget 

City Manager McKnight began w-ith a review of this draft of the budget for the 
General Fund. He not'ed that the budget had been built on the premise that the City 
Council adopt the rolled-back rate as the tentative millage. He further noted that no 
wage increases were included, but that limited funds were available dependent upon 
the direction of the City Council. There were other areas of the budget that were 
modified during the meeting, the changes to be reflected in the budget presented to 
the Finance & Budget Committee at tlie next meeting on July 21, 2008. It was,

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flu-ther, the consensus of the Committee that the City Manager include in the budget a 
plan for wage adjustments tliat were in keeping witli the plans of the surrounduig 
communities to keep pace with market conditions. 

C. Discussion: ■. Wastewater Treatment/Water Reclamation Budget, FY 2008-2009 

The budget for the WWTP/WR facility was discussed. It was noted an increase of 3 
percent was recoimnended to maintain good financial viability. Discussion ensued 
regarding tlie overall budget, and a change was made to certain fimding in the 
Renewal & Replacement category of the budget, the same having no effect on tlie 
operating budget. 

At tlie conclusion of the discussion of the budget, Mayor Schultz offered the 
following motion: 

That the Finance & Budget Committee of the Cit>' Council 
recommends to the City Council the enactment of a rate 
increase of 3% on all Sewer Rates, the same being elTective 
with all bills rendered for service after October 1, 2008. 

The motion was seconded by Councilwoman Phillips, whereupon it passed 
unanimously by a vote of two (2). 

D. Discussion: Stormwater Utility Budget, FY 2008-2009 

The City Manager did a brief overview of the budget and noted no changes. 
However, the financial status of the fund was discussed in that this budget placed a 
reliance on the use of carry-forward [\mds to be in balance. The significant 
investment m stormwater pipe replacements was a primary cause for this and it was 
the consensus that it would not be an annual occurrence, and fiirther that the budget 
should go forth as presented to the next meeting on July 21 , 2008. 

E. Sanitafion Services Budget, FY 2008-2009 

The City Manager did a bj-ief overview of the budget and noted no changes. There 
was some discussion concerning the need for a rate increase, but the consensus was 
to defer any discussion on a rate increase unfil die following meeting. It was the 
consensus of the committee that the budget should go forth as presented to the next 
meefing on July 21, 2008. 

4. ADJOURN 

There being no fijrther business to discuss, the Chairman declared the meeting adjourned 
at 6:07 p. m.
